Washington, July 19.—(United 
News.)—Clean money with no limit 
on the amount is to be sought for 
the Hoover-Curtis campaign, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by J. R. 
Nutt, treasurer of the republican na- 
tional committee, today. 

Nutt and National Chairman Work 
discissed the republican campaign 
budget all day, but failed to decide 
upon the exact amount needed or 
where it would be spent. Unofficially 
it was said the $3,000,000 originally 
éuggested might not be enough and 
nearer $4,000,000 might be raised. In 
the 1924 campaign, where Coolidge 
had weak opposition, $3,063,952 was 
spent. An additional $355,264 was 
left as surplus. 

Precaution Taken, 

Nutt later issued a statement say- 
ing no fixed limit would be placed | 
upon campaign contributions, but that; 
no money should be sought or accept- 
ed where any question could he raised 
as to the character of the donor, a 


precaution apparently taken to pre- 
vent the party from again being en- 
tangled on a situation like that which 
grew out of oil contributions recent- 
ly revealed. 

Republican leaders are considering 
whether to throw money into the 
south to take advantage of the oppo- 
sition there to Governor Smith. The 
bolting of some Texas democrats and 
the action of the anti-Smith dry con- 
ference at Asheville lead some to think 
a properly financed campaign in the 
south would produce results, Others 
feel the solid south will be democratic 
regardless of sentiment against Smith 
and money spent there would be 
wasted, 


Follow Lead of Foes. 


_ “There will be no fixed limit, pub- 
licly or privately, placed upon cam- 
paign contributions,” Treasurer Nutt 
said. “The amount of the subscription 
is not a fair measure of the character 
of the subscription, but rather it 
should be judged by the character and 
Standing in the community of the 
donor and his or her ability to sub- 
scribe in relation to the donor’s finan- 
cial situation. No subscription should 
be requested or accepted where any 
reasonable question could be rightfully 
raised as to the donor to the amount 
of the subscription.” 
_In not placing a limit on contribu- 
tions the republicans follow the lead 
of the democrats who have announced 
they will accept anything “from 10 
cents up.” In the 1920 campaign, 
Will Hays, then republican national 
chairman, announced no contributions 
over $1,000 would be received. The 
plan was a failure. In 1924 Presi- 
dent Coolidge ordered that no deficit 
be permitted. Nutt’s statement to- 
day made no reference to this point.

RUMORS OF HOAX 
ARE SET AT REST 


A woman’s disappearance which al- 
most cost of life of an innocent man, 
mistakenly shot as her abductor, par- 
tially was cleared up Thursday night 
with location at Tampa, Fla., of Mrs. 
W. O. Heath, missing from her home 
here since July 5. 

Walking into police headquarters in 
Tampa with the assertion that she 
had just managed to escape from her 
kidnaper in Lakeland, Fla., Mrs. 
Heath told a story that Jargely corre- 
sponds with the one related to police 
here by J. R. Griffin, her cousin. 

Griffin Tells Story. 

Griffin said that on the afternoon 
the woman disappeared he was met. 
by Fred D. Fair, whom the woman 
accuses as her abductor. Fair, said 
Griffin, forced him into his automo- 
bile at the point of a pistol and drove 
to the home of the woman’s brother, 
E. L. Griffin, where he was com- 
pelled to call her to the sidewalk. 
After Mrs. Heath entered the car, 
Griffin said Fair ordered him out and 
drove away with the woman. 

The next night, the Griffins and 
Heath, who was estranged from_his 
wife,- went to he place where Fair 
lived. John Zink came out of the 
dwelling next door and was shot down. 
The trio asserted they shot Zink 
through mistake, thinking he was 
Fair. For several days Zink was 
near death but rallied and now is said 
to be out of danger. 

Fair, it was said, worked at_ the 
same publishing plant here with Mrs. 
Heath and had been on friendly terms 
with her since she and her husband 
became estranged. 

Asks Railroad Fare, 

E. L. Griffin, brother~of Mrs. 
Heath, received a_ telegram from 
Tampa Thursday afternoon § asking 
that money be sent for her passage 
to Atlanta. The message was signed 
by Mrs. Heath. 

Griffin went at once to police head- 
quarters and showed the message to 
Assistant Chief of Police C. P. Con- 
nally who wired the Tampa chief of

In the meantime Mexico, nation- 
wide, will observe a nine-day period 
of mourning for the political leader 
who was shot down by an assassin 
Tuesday. His body tonight was speed- 
ing northward on a special funeral 
train to his native state of Sonora, 
where he will be buried with all the 
honors Mexico can give. 

Many Arrests Made. 
The activity of police and officials 
endeavoring to determine those “in- 
» tellectually responsible’ for General 
Obregon’s slaying was redoubled to- 
day. Numerous arrests were made, 
but the names of those taken in cus- 
tody were not made public. 

Indications were more insistent than 
ever tonight that supporters of the 
late president-elect will attempt to 
continue President Calles as the head 
of the state if it can be done with 
any shadow of legal sanction. Their 
plan is said to be to propose General 
Calles for the president pro tem, not 
as president, thus eliminating viola- 
tion of fhe constitution which forbids 
the chief executive from succeeding 
himself. 

Action Within Law. 

This course of action, political lead- 
ers feel, would be entirely within the 
law and would at the same time avoid 
precipitating the country into a po- 
litical situation which some fear 
might cause chaos, 

Friends of General Calles assert 
most strongly that he does not desire 
to continue in his post and has been 
anticipating with much pleasure his 
retirement to the private life of a 
dairy farmer, but he has been told by 
the very men responsible for the elec- 
tion of General Obregon as_ his suc- 
cessor, that the country needs his 
leadership and that discontinuance of 
orderly government is threatened un- 
less he agrees to carry on. 

Calles Leads Probe. 


President Calles has been almost 
sleepless since General Obregon’s 
death. When not personally partici- 
pating in the funeral and its prelimi- 
naries and the investigation of the 
crime, he has been working day and 
night on official business either at 
the national palace, Chapultepec cas- 
tle, or at his private home where a 
heavy military guard has been sta- 
tioned. Some of his friends think that 
he has rashly exposed himself to a 
fate similar to that of General Obre- 
gon, especially by marching in the 
funeral procession of the dead gen- 
eral. But President Calles has re- 
jected any idea that his personal 


France Is Expected To 
Renew Inquiry; Body 
Scantily Clad and in 
State of Decomposition. 


Paris, July 19.—(United News.)— 
A practically nude body believed cer- 
tain to be that of Alfred Lowen- 
stein, international banker who dis- 
appeared from his private airplane 
over the English channel, was found 
by a fishing vessel off Calais today. 

A gold wrist watch with the ini- 
tials “A. L.”’ was on the man’s wrist 
and he wore a pair of silk socks. 

Calais police, comparing the corpse 
with photographs of Lowenstein 
and measures, declared there was not 
the slightest doubt as to the identiy. 

Police Conduct Autopsy. 

The fisherman said he had found 
the body 10 miles north of Cape 
Grenay and had difficulty getting it 
aboard. 

A police autopsy at Calais showed 
the left side had been badly torn, 
the stomach opened, and the left 
shoulder shattered.

The police were surprised by the 
absence of garments but believed the 
millionaire struck the water alive 
and had sufficient strength to throw 


off his clothes in an attempt to swim

The alternative suicide theory sug- 
gests that he might have disrobed in 
the airplane and thrown out his 
clothing before he jumped. The body 
was terribly decomposed. 


New Complications. 


Finding of the body in French 
waters by a French ship has compli- 
cated the affair as the investigation 
of Lowenstein’s disappearance, cqn- 
ducted in Brussels, now must be re- 
opened by the French. 

This will necessitate the calling of 
witnesses from Belgium and England, 
including Lowenstein’s pilots, who 
have insisted he committed suicide. 

Although the courts at Brussels de- 
clared Lowenstein dead, there have 
been vague rumors and speculation 
concerning him since his disappear- 
ance,

New York, July 19.—(#)—A 2,000- 
word statement from ithe United 
States Lawn Tennis association today 
in explanation of action in dropping 
William T. Tilden from the Daris 
cup team failed to offer any loophole 
by which Big Bill could possibly be 
reinstated in time for play in the 
crucial battles abroad. 

While varying, degrees of incredu- 
lity, amazement and dismay swept the 
tennis world, the association stood 
pat, taking the position that Tilden 
apparently wilfully violated its ama- 
teur player-writer rule which he him- 
self helped to frame and had prom- 
ised in writing to obey. 

Not even at the cabled request of 
the French Tennis federation, will 
the U. S. L. T. A. accede from this 
position, it was announced unofficial- 
ly, although the association was pre- 
pared to give such a request due and 
courteous consideration. 

The statement pointed out this was 
not the first time Tilden had been 
charged with violating that section of 
the mateur rule which forbids “writ- 
ing for pay or a consideration current 
newspaper articles covering a tourna- 
ment or match in which he is entered 
as a competitor.” 

In August, 1925, six months after 
the rule was made with Tilden’s own 
assistance, the statement said, he was 
accused of violating it and the asso- 
ciation agreed to impose no penalty 


only after he had promised not to 
write current articles ‘“‘to appear ear- 
lier than the third day following the 
completion of the event.” 

The writings on which the present 
charges against Tilden are based, the 
statement revealed, were first brought 
to the attention of the U. S. L. T. A.

NEW YORK RIOT SUBDUED QUICKLY 


Frees 100 and Kills Self 


New York, July 19.—()—A spec- 
tacular attempt by a prisoner to shoot 
his way out of the Bronx county jail 
tonight ended in the killing of two 
keepers and the death of the prisoner, 
who killed himself when a door he was 
unable to open prevented his escape. 

The jail building, which also houses 
the Bronx county court and the 
Bronx borough offices, was thrown 
into an uproar when John McCabe, a 
prisoner who was armed with two re- 
volvers, released 100. prisoners from 
thejr cells into the tier enclosures. 

McCabe first attacked Keeper Mor- 
ris Broderson, 53, who fell with a 
bullet wound in the abdomen and died 
20) minutes later, Taking the keeper's 
keys, the prisoner went to the third 
floor tier, where he met Keeper Dan 


Horgan, 34. Several shots were ex- 
changed before Horgan fell with a bul- 


let through his heart. 
The prisoner ran to a door leading 


to a fire escape. Failing in an at- 
tempt to shoot off the lock, he pressed 
a pistol to his temple and killed him- 
self. 

MeGabe, who was 25 years old, was 
arrested a month ago and indicted for 
the holdup of a plumbing supply shop. 
Police said he was a fourth offender, 
liable to a life sentence ynder the 
Baumes habitual criminal laws. 

Under Sheriff O'Neil said only five 
keepers were on duty tonight instead 
of the customory seven, because the 
force was short-handed during vaca- 
tions, 

Because of the heat the prisoners 
were to have been given more freedom 
than usual, he said. Broderson had 
gone to McCabe's tier and as he 
opened the door the prisoner shot 
him. Broderson was unarmed. 

How McCabe obtained the two guns 
with which he tried to shoot bis way 
to om was a- mystery to prison 
officials and the police.

REASON FOR RESCUING

general’s condition and his knowledge 
of the situation, made it advisable to 
rescue him first, his Swedish rescuers 
have explained. 

Captain Tornberg, leader of hhe 
Swedish Spitzbergen expedition, re- 
ferring to the rescue of Nobile on 
June 24 by Lieutenant Einer Lund- 
borg, said the lieutenant had orders 
to take off one of the wounded mem- 
bers of the Nobile party, but which 
one was left to his discretion.

Georgia, the speaker declared, 
spends about one-third of her total in- 
gome annually for eommon — schools, 
the university and its branches, This 
figure, he asserted, is swelled to ap- 
proximately $22,000,000 each year 
through auxiliary funds provided by 
federal enactment, city and county 
contributions and fees, tuition and 
entrance assessments afforded by 
parents and pupils. 

Mr. Siate’s review of the educa- 
tional system in Georgia, follows: 

“I dislike to talk about education. 
The educator looks at money spent 
for education in a purely idealistic 
way and we of the common clay have 
to view it in the light of benefits re- 
ceived and the ability of the taxpayer 
to provide. We have thrown some 
halo around education and we have 
not taught the simple fact that the 
state of George here at the university 
pays $250 a year for every student. 
The taxpayer is contributing $250 
each year toward paying the cost of 
your boy's instruction and mine. Are 
we returning the worth of the money 
in the class of graduates we are send- 
ing out? Is education developing a 
spirit of service or a spirit of desire 
for leadership? Are our boys and 
girls sent out as graduates in the 
school of life trained to think their 
education has been partly paid by the 
taxpayers of Georgia, and of the duty 
they owe the state in service. 

“Since Georgia spends about one- 
third of her total income, or more 
than $8,000,000 annually for common 
schools and the university and its sys- 
tem, it is important to discuss this ex- 
penditure, 

“The constitution of Georgia im- 
poses the duty on the state to provide 
a common school education, and it is 
for this that the state now appro- 
priates $6,003,200 or over one-half of 
the general revenue of the state and 
one-fourth of the total (general and 
special revenues). 

“In addition to this the state ap- 
propriated $2,037,930.80 annually for 
higher education. 


Vocational Education. 


“For vocational education and for 
industrial rehabilitation, the state ap- 
propriated $146,353.38, to which the 
United States adds more than dollar 
for dollar. This brings the state con- 
tributions to $8,187.484.08. 

“The United States, through the 
Smith-Lever fund, the Smith-Hughes 
fund, the Smith-Bankhead fund, the 
Morrill fund and other funds adds to 
the education in Georgia the sum of 
$493,840.02; divided as follows: 

“Smith-Lever to State College of 
Agriculture, $182,944.65.

State Teachers’ 
college at Athens has wonderfully 
handled its income and grown. The 
State College of Agriculture’ has 
practically been a growth of two dec- 
ades and should be a source of pride 
to every Georgian. 

“The parent institution, the uni- 
versity proper, has shown more signs 
of life and activity, made more mark- 
ed progress in the last two years than 
I have seen in a decade.

A new aeronautical feat, which, if 
successful, is expected to prove a 
boon to the air-majl industry, is to 
be attempted at Candler field this 
afternoon, when, through the. coop- 
eration of Dong Davis and Swanee 
Taylor, director of the two-day air 
derby to be held at the airport on 
July 28 and 29, a test flight will be 
made in which two “dummy” sacks 
of air mail will be transfered from 
one plane to another, speeding at the 
rate of 100 miles per hour, at an 
altitude of 2,000 feet.

IS NOT EAPEGTED

Washington, D. C., July 19.—Pres- 
pects of litigation to test the con- 
stitutionality of the radio law and 


the legality of the acts of the federal 
radio commission under the law have 
been diminished by the likelihood that 
many of the recently condemned 
broadcasting stations will win licenses 
renewal because they have presented 
such convincing proof to the commis- 


sion that they have a right to exist. 

Even the new formed independent 
broadcasters’ association comprising 
about thirty of the smaller stations, 
is not expected to have occasion to 
go to court as it has threatened. If 
most of its 25 members ordered off 
are relicensed to 


the air August 1, 
continue operating, the “war chest” 
of the- association probably will be 
insufficient to carry on expensive liti- 
gation. 

If any cases are carried to the 
courts, they probably will be designed 
to test the power of the commission 
to order wave lengths and power 
changes. Three such cases have been 
instituted in the District of Columbia 
courts, where the law requires that 
appeals from the commission must be 
carried. Each has collapsed by rea- 
son of the withdrawal of the ar- 
pellants, so no court cases face the 
commission at this time. 

Members of the commission re 
peatedly have asserted their desire 
to have the radio law tested. The

Seclusion in New York

When he had evaded the reporters 
by smuggling the grand duchess from 
the Cunard dock by way of the freight 
elevator, we rushed her into a waiting 
automobile and raced uptown in New 
York to the home of an American 
friend. 

The grand duchess was completely 
unnerved by her experience. We left 
her in seclusion the rest of the day. 

From then on I saw. her almost 
daily. In spite of the improvement 
in health which I had noted on the 
ship, it was apparent that her nerv- 
ous condition was still far from sat- 
isfactory. 

The first days in New York were 
difficult for the grand duchess. It 
was generally thought that she was 
with Mrs. Leeds at Oyster Bay. As 
a matter of fact, she remained in New 
York city for three weeks after her 
arrival. During that time she had 
many hours of depression, sitting 
plunged in silence, almost uconscious 
of things about her. What her 
thoughts were in those momements 
one fears to guess. 

After several days in her new sur- 
roundings the grand duchess became 
more accustomed to the ne wmode of 
life. 

Possesses Quick Mind. 

Earlier in these articles I said 
that my talks with the grand duchess 


'since her arrival in New York had 


convinced me more than ever that she 
was Anastasia Nikolaevna, youngest 
daughter of the czar. That is not 
exactly what I should have said. My 
conviction could not have been great- 
er when I Jeft Germany. 

What I meant to convey was that 
in my conversations with the grand 
duchess immediately after her arriv- 
al in America, there appeared in 
greater outline and clarity the per- 
sonality I knew in the child, Ana- 
stasia. And, also, traits of character 
that ‘hore a striking resemblance to 
other member® of the imperial family. 

What amazed me was her education 
and keen interest in the affairs of 
the world. One would think a per- 
son who had been through what she 
had been through would have lost all 
track of world events. This is not 
the case with the grand duchess, She 
takes a keen interest in religion, peli- 
tics, social customs, art, literature— 
in fact, all aspects of life. Her com- 
ments on affairs are often pungent 
and witty. 

The only apparent effect of her 
prolonged illness and seclusion upon 
her ideas is a certain naivete and 
childishness she exhibits in connection 
with the practical matters of every- 
day life. And, of course, the hyper- 
sensitiveness and spells of melancho- 
lia I have spoken of,

heard almost the exact repetition of 
opinions the emperor used to express 
in private conversations with members 
of his immediate entourage. 

One of the grand duchess’ outstand- 
ing characteristics is tolerance and 
broadmindedness. She is sincerely 
religious but free of any fanaticism or 
denominational beliefs. 

We were discussing once a Russian 
lady who is fanatically religious. I 
expressed my dislike for her narrow- 
mindedness, The grand duchess smiled 
and said: 

“You shouldn’t criticize her that 
way because she is quite sigcere. 
What I dislike is hypocrisy. Her 
faith seems to be rather naive but I 
know she is sincere and that it makes 
her happy. One should never de- 
stroy in people the faith that helps 
them to live.’’ 

In matters of politics her natural 
inclinations and her subconscious turn 
of mind is monarchistic. But she 
does not believe monarchy is the only 
possible form of government as do so 
many monarchists. 

Interested in America. 

She questioned me at length about 
the American form of government. 
She was much interested. Several 
phases of it impressed her particular- 
ly and she said that Russia could 
learn a few things from America. 

Once we were talking about a Rus- 
sian, who lives in this country, but 
being fanatically monarchistic always 
professes his dislike of the United 
States because it is a republic. The 
grand duchess was displeased with 


him. 

“Silly,”’ she said, “very silly of him. 
Russians ought to be grateful they are 
permitted to live here. Americans 
want a_ republic. Why shouldn't 
they have a republic? They have an 
excellent government. Russians who 
live here have no right to criticize it.” 

The grand duchess remained in 
New York three weeks. During that 
time she met few Americans, all of 
whom were kind and friendly to her. 
She frequently expressed her gratitude 
for this to me. 

Preparations to receive the grand 
duchess at Mrs. Leeds’ residence on 
Long Island having been completed, 
she removed to Oyster Bay early in 
March,

In these conyersation the grand 
duchess revealed a strong likeness of 
mind to her father, particularly on 
questions of government. One of the 
few times we touched upon the Rus- 
sian revolution, she said: 

“You cannot blame the plain people 
for all the horrors committed during 
the revolution: The peasants were 
illeterate and had no education at all. 
‘How can you blame them? Those to 
blame are the aristocracy. 
sia they never thought of the lower 
classes; the aristocrats had no sense 
of duty. I think that when one has 
power, wealth and education one also 
has the obligation of helping and 
teaching those who haven’t got it.” 

Another time discussing some no- 
torious members of a European royal 
house the grand duchess said to me: 

“It is terrible that they behave 
that way. They ought to think about 
the feelings of other people. I have 
met people, especially in Germany, 
who imagine that members of royalty 
are all saints. There are Germans 
who still actually worship Emperor 
Wilhelm. 

Duty of Royalty. 

“Royalties ought to think of that 
and not hurt people who believe in 
them. They must serve as an exam- 
ple to their people; they should nev- 
er do improper things,, least of all 
publicly. It is demoralizing for the 
people.”

William T. Tilden has not been de- 
elared a professional. The only thing 
which has happened to Big Bill® to 
date is that he has been withdrawn 
from the Davis cup team. From a 
United States angle this is plenty. 
We regretfully kissed the famous 
trophy good-bye last year when it 
boarded a boat for France and it now 
looks as if we'd all be a lot older 
before Grover Whalen has a chance 
to welcome it on its return. 

Charges have been brought against 
Tilden by the advisory and finance 
committee, which is an inner body 
of the executive committee of the 
United States Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion. 

Tilden will have a chance to answer 
these charges when the executive 
committee meets in August. If he is 
found guilty he either may be sus- 
pended for a limited term, indefinite- 
ly, or declared ineligible to compete 
in any sanctioned tournament in this 
country. 

Under the agreement of the Inter- 
national Tennis federation this auto- 
matically would disqualify him in any 
country belonging to that body. Two 
courses would be open to him. He 
either could apply for reinstatement 
or turn professional. : 

Tilden Complains. 

In the fall of 1924, Tilden having 
complained that the amateur rule 
was unjust and that it prevented him 
from making a living at his chosen 
profession of journalism, a_ special 
committee was formed to draft a 
Satisfactory rule. Tilden was a mem- 
ber of this committee. The rule was 
made and adopted by the tennis as- 
sociation, of which George Wightman 
then was president. It was a com- 
promise rule—therefore containing 
elements of weakness—but Tilden de- 
clared himself satisfied. 

In 1925 Tilden violated this rule. 
He claimed that this was due to a 
misundersfanding and his explanation 
Was accepted. At this time he wrote 
to the executive committee: 

“I hereby state that in the future 
I will give no interviews to any news

British Bar Prejudice. 

The British government's answer 
equally accepts the revised treaty, but 
reiterates the British understanding 
of the terms of the pact insofar as 
they might affect obligations to the 
League of Nations or under the treaty 
of Locarno and also with respect to 
the right of selédefense and automatic 
release from obligations to any sig- 
natory natton preaking the pact. In 
addition, Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
British foreign secretary, reiterates his 
previous statement that Great Britain’s 
acceptance of the new treaty rests 
“upon the understanding that it does 
not prejudice” her freedom of action 
in unspecified regions, “of which the 
welfare and integrity constitute a spe- 
cial and vital interest for our peace 
and safety.” 

The Australian reply was trans- 
mitted through Chamberlain as were 
those of the Union of South Africa, 
New Zealand and India. In the case 
of South Africa, however, the British 
foreign secretary's communication 
quotes textually the reply received by 
him from General Hertzog, South Af- 
rican minister for external affairs. 


Recalis Earlier Note. 


None of the replies from members 
of the British commonwealth, other 
than the London government itself, 
touches upon the point made by the 
foreign secretary in relation to what 
has come to be knewn as the British 
Monroe «doctrine stipulation. The re- 
plies of New Zealand and India brief- 
ly take cognizance, however, of the 
other . stipulations reiterated in the 
London note, while those for Austra- 
lia and South Africa outline for them- 
selves the same understanding. 

In the British foreign secretary's 
note it was recalled that in a previous 
communication he had pointed out 
that respect for league and Locarno 
obligations “was the foundation of the 
policy of the government of this coun- 
try and that they could not agree to 
any new treaty which would weaken 
or undermine these engagements.” 

After mature consideration, the note 
added, the London government was 
satisfied that fulfillment of its obliga- 
tions under the league covenant and 
the treaty of Locarno was not pre- 
cluded by acceptance of the treaty 
proposed by Secretary Kellogg. 

“They (the British government) 
concur in the view enunciated by the 
German government in their note of 
the 27th of April, that those obliga- 
tions do not contain anything which 
could conflict with the treaty pro- 
posed by the United States govern- 
ment,” the Chamberlain note con- 
tinued. 

The previously stated British posi- 
tion, that if one party to the proposed 
treaty resorted to war in violation 
of its terms, other parties should be 
released automatically from  obliga- 
tions under the treaty towards the 
violating nation, had been met gatis- 
factorily, the note went on, in the 
stipulation on this point inserted in 
the preamble of the revised draft. 
That stipulation denies to any treaty 
power resorting to war against an- 
other signatory “to promote 


its na- | 


Coming down to the question of 
special regional interests the Cham- 
berlain note said: 

“As regards the passage in my note 
of the 19th of May relating to cer- 
tain regions of which the welfare and 
integrity constitute a special and vi- 
tal interest for our peace and safety. 
I need only repeat that his majesty’s 
government in Great Britain accept 
the new treaty upon the understanding 
that it does not prejudice their free- 
dom of action in this respect.” 

The British foreign secretary said 
he was in accord with the views ex- 
pressed by Secretary Kellogg in a 
speech on April 28 as to ihe unu.m- 
paired rights of self-defense under the 
treaty “as also with his opinion that 
each state alone is competent to. de- 
cide when circufmstances a scessitate 
recourse to war for that putpose.” 

“In the light of the foregoing ex- 
planation,” the British note said in 
conclusion, “his majesty’s government 
in Great Britain are glad to joiu with 
the United States and with all other 
governments similarly disposed in 
signing a definitive treaty for the re- 
nunciation of war as transmitted in 
your note of the 23d of June. They 
rejoice to be associated with the 
United States of America and the 
other parties to the proposed treaty 
in a further and signal advance in 
the outlawry of war.”

New York, July 19.—(?)—Head- 
quarters for the presidential campaign 
of Governor Alfred E. Smith are to 
be established in the General Motors 
building at Broadway and 58th street.

Un- 
til almost the end of the day it had 
appeared that European demand was 
at. best only fair, and this circum- 
stance was of considerable effect in 
promoting bearish sentiment. Mean-

Spring wheat harvesting will begin 
within a week, according to compre- 
hensive reports today from railroad 
sources. The inference was drawn 
that the spring wheat harvest would 
probably therefore be finished this sea- 
son earlier than usual. 

Almost from the outset corn was 
decidedly strong, with previous spec- 
ulators sellers becoming active as buy- 
ers. Moreover, demand was good for 
corn available to be used at once. 

Provisions were weak on account 
of increased offerings of lard and be- 
cause of less buying support for 
meats.

New York, July, 19.—(/)—Predic- 
tions of higher money rates later in 
the month slowed up the recovery of 
prices in today’s stock market. Polls 
succeeded in marking up about half a 
dozen specialties to new high records, 
but public participation in the general 
list continued at low ebb. There 
was a noticeable increase in short 
selling today, presumably on the the- 
ory that the weekly statement on 
brokers’ loans and federal reserve re- 
discounts would prove disappointing. 

Call money renewed at 5 1-2 per 
cent and dropped to 5 when another 
large influx of funds appeared at the 
higher rate. Time money and com- 
mercial paper rates were un¢hanged, 
but bankers’ acceptances advanced 
slightly. The New York Federal Re- 
serve bank announced no change in 
the 5 per cent rediscount rate estab- 
lished a week ago.’ The weekly state- 
ment on brokers’ Joans, issued after 
the close of the market, showed a de- 
crease of ;$48,284,000, making the to- 
tal outstanding at the close of busi- 
ness Wednesday $4,194,415,000. 


Stiff Rates Feared. 


Wall street heard unconfirmed re- 
ports that prominent § bankers had 
warned large operators against an- 
other credit stringency in the event of 
a renewal 6f a widespread speculation 
for the advance. Fears that a further 
stiffening in rates would cheek the 
fall expansion in business also had a 
restrictive effect on trading. Two 
merger reports occupied a prominent 
place in the day’s financial discus- 
sions, the president of the Victor Talk- 
ing Machine company intimating that 
a merger with the Radio Corporation 
of America still was a_ possibility, 


while the president of the Advance 
Rumely company denied that a mer- 
ger of that concern with the Case 
Threshing company or any other was 
under consideration. 


The first of the June railroad earn- 
ings reports to make their appearance, 
that of the Kansas City Southern, 
proved disappointing, net railway op- 
erating income of that road was 
$83,325 less in June than the same 
month a year ago, while the total for 
the first six months showed a shrink - 
age of $224,048 below the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

Mercantile and mail order shares 
were again in the forefront of the 
advance, new peak prices for the year 
being established by the three Mce- 
Crory issues and Montgomery Ward 
the last-named touching 164 3-4 and 
then slipping back to 163 1-4. 

Steel shares responded to reports 
of high current operations and the ad- 
vance in prices for fourth quarter de- 
livery Colorado Fuel climbed more 
than 4 points, but lost nearly half its 
gain and United States Steel common, 
Ludlum, Bethlehem and Sloss Shef- 
field advanced 1 to 3 points.

At that time President McKinley 
his ability. He became 
private secretary to the president and 
later a member of Roosevelt’s cabi- 
net, as secretary of the treasury. 
After the colonel’s retirement from 
politics, Mr. Cortelyou became asso- 
ciated with the Consolidated Gas com- 


ny. 

Although he is a quiet, retiring, 
modest man, whose name is rarely 
seen now in the public print, he is 
recognized as one of the most influ- 
ential business leaders in the United 
States in the field of public utilities. 


Trevor Arnett, president of the 
general education board, says college 
students should pay the full cost of 
their education, because nowadays a 
student is primarily studying for his 
Own personal benefit, and only inci- 
dentally for the benefit of society.

A graduate of Toronto university, he 
took -his post-graduate work at Har- 
vard and Chicago, specializing in eco- 
nomics. Not only is he familiar with 


the United States. He has lived sey- 
eral years in the United States and 
was a special investigator of labor 
eee for the Rockefeller Founda- 
ion. 


Trade between Canada and_ the 
United States continues to increase. 
For several years the volumé has been 
better than one billion dollars an- 
nually. In no year since the beginning 
of the century has Canada sold as 
much in value to the United States 
as the United States has sold to her. 

But Canada pays her international 
debts easily, because she sells more 
to the world each year than she buys 
from the world. Last year, for in- 
stance, she sold $137,000,000 more 
goods than she bought. Her greatest 
exports are grains. Her crops this 
year are in. excellent condition, and 
the 1928 balance should be even. larger 
than last year. 

Then why is Canadian money at a 
discount in the United States now? 
This is a temporary condition. It is 
brought about because Canada has too 
much money in her banks. She has 
been sending a large volume of it to 
the United States, where money rates 
are higher than in Canada. Since 
June she has sent over about $24.,-

United States and Mexico growing 
constantly stronger. 


The people of the United States are 
spending $1,000,000 a week for chew- 
ing gum.
